The most weighty objection
raised thus far agninst  grontme the re-
quest of these heavy business houses, i8
the question of settling  the damuages of
property owners along the avenue. There
is little improved property affected by it,
and this, it is thought, can be adjusted
in a satisfactory manner. It is claimed
thut property slong the avenue will be in
demand for warchouse purposes at a
l,in ater price than it now brings for resi-
denee purpoies,  An attempt is being
made to  change the proposed route
somewliat, 50 as to avoid injury to some
of the propevty, the owners of which are
g0 earnest in their protest. It is an im-
]mrl wnt matter and is to be handled with

cuareand wisdom, Some have been alarmn-
ed because they feared that this would
result i takmg away the dummy depot
from H‘l'umh\';h\'. It is understood that
the Union Pacitic is ready to bind itsclf
not to abandon the depot, so thut this oh-
jection would be done away with, The
matter is being disenssed  with much
carnestness, and the aetion of the cotneil
will be wateched with intevest. 1t Qs felt
by many that this projeet is ns great a
move in the divection of builiing up the
city  us any which have lately been
brought before the public, and that there
should e no aetion taken which will re-
sult in Kkitling the promisced boom.
